FOREWORD 


The  author  of  this  family  record  offers  as  his  motive  for  doing 
the  work  the  interest  awakened  in  him  by  the  studies  of  Francis 
Gabon  and  others  in  human  heredity.  For  any  study  to  become 
real  for  the  student  some  actual  work  in  the  field  should  be  done. 
The  author  has  followed  the  profession  of  a  teacher  of  psychology. 
His  general  interest  and  work  in  psychology,  it  was  thought,  might 
be  greatly  supplemented  by  such  a  study.  The  family  history  of 
the  author  offered  as  good  an  opportunity  as  could  be  open  to  him 
for  such  a  purpose.  The  family,  being  at  present  separate  and 
small,  was  easily  traceable  and  there  was  the  added  incentive  of 
leaving  the  family  record  in  permanent  form  for  those  that  might 
come  after  him. 

It  seems  fairly  certain  that  the  family  is  a  branch  of  the  Bolton 
family  that  has  lived  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  England,  since 
about  the  twelfth  century.  In  1862  appeared  “A  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Account  of  the  Family  of  Bolton”  by  Rev.  Robert 
Bolton.  In  1895  a  further  elaboration  of  this  genealogical  record 
was  published  by  H.  Carrington  Bolton  and  Reginald  Pelham  Bol¬ 
ton.  Both  of  these  authors  were  than  living  in  New  York  state. 
Charles  Knowles  Bolton  of  Massachusetts  published  in  1888  “The 
Boltons  of  Old  and  New  England.”  The  first  member  of  this 
family  to  settle  in  America  was  William  Bolton,  who  took  up 
land  about  1640  and  built  the  house  at  Bolton,  Mass.,  where  Mr. 
C.  K.  Bolton  has  lived  for  many  years.  The  first  representative 
of  the  Bolton  family  to  find  a  well  recognized  place  in  English 
history  was  Oughtred  de  Bolton,  who  received  lands  from  the 
Saxon  proprietors  in  about  1067  and  became  the  lord  of  the  Manor 
of  Bolton  juxta  Bowland.  He  seems  to  have  been  well  known 
from  1100  to  1134.  Although  the  family  of  Peter  Bolton  of 
Pocklington  has  not  been  directly  connected  up  with  other  well 
known  branches  of  the  family  in  England,  Mr.  C.  K.  Bolton 
writes:  “Pocklington  is  very  familiar  to  us  as  the  home  in  1350 

of  the  ablest  and  richest  of  all  the  Boltons  of  old  days . 

More  can  be  charted  of  the  Boltons  in  1200 — 1300  than  of  any 
other  family  that  we  have  come  across.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Boltons  of  Bolton  le  Sande  gave  all  their  lands  little  by 
little  to  the  Furness  and  Cockersande  Abbeys  and  all  the  deeds 
have  survived.  There  is  no  other  case  like  this  in  history.”  Mr. 
George  Beedham,  the  collector  of  taxes  for  Pocklington  and  evi¬ 
dently  a  cultured  student  of  local  history,  writes :  “There  is  prac¬ 
tically  no  doubt  that  the  De  Boltons  founded  the  Chantry  in  the 
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field  opposite  the  Bolton  moat,  for  the  commissioners,  temp.  Henry 
VIII,  says  it  was  begun  of  the  piety  of  the  inhabitants.  The  site 

is  now  marked  by  a  clump  of  trees . I  should  like  to 

have  sent  you  a  photograph  of  the  site  of  the  old  mansion  of  the 
Boultons  and  the  Chantry  of  St.  James,  which  later  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  founded  by  one  of  the  Boultons . In  the 

time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  (1584)  the  mansion  of  the  Boultons  was 
occupied  by  the  Micklefield  family.  Robert  Glover,  Somerset 

Herald,  shows  three  generations  of  them . The  De 

Boultons  were  happily  situated  as  regards  neighbors  of  a  similar 
type.  They  had  for  their  neighbors  the  lords  of  Pocklington, 
Grimthorpe,  Bishop  Wilton,  Belthorpe,  Fangloss,  Gonthorpe  and 
Wilberfoss.  The  last  mentioned  family  moved  to  Hull,  inter¬ 
married  with  the  Fisher  family  and  became  wealthy.  From  this 
family  sprang  William  Wilberforce  who,  “by  his  untiring  energies, 
got  rid  of  the  slave  trade  in  the  British  Empire.”  He  says 
further,  “I  cannot  find  an  entry  of  the  baptism  of  Peter  Bolton 
about  1764.”  In  the  early  history  of  the  family  the  name  was  per¬ 
haps  always  spelled  “Boulton.”  It  retains  this  spelling  in  many 
places  in  England  to  this  day.  The  author  has  in  preparation  and 
now  almost  complete  the  genealogical  record  of  his  mother’s 
family,  the  Darts — Dartes — Dartts — Dorts.  This  family  probably 
came  from  Devonshire,  England,  and  its  first  representative  settled 
at  New  London,  Connecticut,  in  1662.

THE  FAMILY  HISTORY 
of  PETER  BOLTON,  SON  of  PETER  o i 
POCKLINGTON,  YORKSHIRE,  ENGLAND. 


Peter  Bolton  of  Pocklington,  England,  was  born  probably  in 
the  year  1763.  By  family  tradition  he  was  a  grandson  of  an 
English  squire  named  (probably)  Sir  Richard  Bolton,  living  in 
Yorkshire,  England.  By  trade  Peter  was  a  tailor.  The  records 
of  the  family  taken  from  the  registrars  at  Pocklington  by  Mr. 
George  Beedham,  the  collector  of  taxes  at  Pocklington,  are  the 
following : 

“March  7,  1787,  Peter  Bolton  and  Ann  Smith  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  Thomas  Gelder  and  James  Scaife.”1 

Among  the  birth  records  we  find : 

“August  8,  1788,  Elizabeth  Bolton  born,  daughter  of  Peter 
Bolton,  taylor2  of  Pocklington,  by  Ann,  daughter  of  William 
Smith,  baptized  August  10.” 

“Richard  Bolton  born,  September  18,  1790,  baptized  Sep¬ 
tember  26,  son  of  Peter  Bolton,  tailor,  by  Ann  Smith,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  Smith.”  (A  Richard  Bolton,  a  close  relative 
of  the  family,  died  in  1833.) 

The  next  record  in  order  is : 

“Ann,  wife  of  Peter  Bolton,  tailor,  died  September  23, 
1799,  aged  37  years,  of  consumption.” 

“Peter  Bolton,  son  of  Peter  Bolton,  tailor,  by  Ann,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  Smith,  born  August  23,  1793,  baptized  August 
26,  1793.” 

“James  Bolton,  son  of  Peter  Bolton,  tailor,  and  Ann, 
daughter  of  William  Smith,  born  July  27,  1796,  and  named 
the  same  day.” 

From  this  it  appears  that  Peter  Bolton  had  four  children: 
Elizabeth,  Richard,  Peter  and  James.  According  to  family  tra¬ 
dition,  the  wife  of  Peter  Bolton  was  Annie  Grey,  and  she  was 
the  daughter  of  Christina  Marshall.  Whether  Annie  Grey  had 


Note  1 — This  is  a  marriage  record.  The  signature  to  the  marriage 
certificate  “looks  big,  unlearned,  and  scrawly.”  The  Scaife  family  is 
very  ancient  and  well  represented  in  Pocklington  today. 

Note  2 — Spellings  are  retained  as  they  appear  in  the  registrars. 
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been  married  before  she  married  Peter  Bolton  we  are  unable  to 
say.  According  to  these  records  she  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Smith,  whose  wife  might  have  been  Christina  Marshall.  The 
names  Annie  and  Christina  have  been  preserved  in  the  family  by 
naming  children  after  them.  Family  tradition  says  that  there  was 
another  daughter  by  the  name  of  Mariah.  This  tradition  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  fact  that,  when  Peter  Bolton,  the  second,  became 
a  ship  builder,  he  named  one  of  his  ships  for  his  sister  Mariah. 
She  is  said  to  have  married  a  school  teacher  by  the  name  of  Peter 
Lavonic.  By  the  same  family  tradition,  the  other  daughter  is 
reported  to  have  married  Sleighton,  who  was  known  to  one  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family,  William  Bolton,  before  he  left  England.  Wil¬ 
liam  Bolton,  still  living  in  1923,  says  Peter,  his  father,  had  only 
one  brother,  who  lived  to  manhood.  His  name  was  William. 
Other  records  relating  to  the  Bolton  family  of  Pocklington  are  the 
following,  but  it  is  not  known  whether  they  are  the  records  of 
relatives  of  Peter  or  not.  They  are: 

“February  10,  1723,  Robert  Bolton  and  Catherine  Walker 
married,  both  of  Seton  Ross.  (Seton  Ross  is  a  village  six 
miles  from  Pocklington.)” 

“July  8,  1755,  Robert  Stringer,  of  Bishop  Wilton,  and 
Elizabeth  Bolton,  of  Yap  ham,  were  married.” 

“Sara  Bolton,  a  pauper,  died  February  24,  1798,  aged  52 
years.” 

“Robert  Bolton,  son  of  Robert  Boulton,  attorney-at-law, 
and  Margaret, — perhaps — Tuccock,  born  July  3,  1805.” 

The  second  son  of  Peter  Bolton,  Peter,  was  the  ancestor  of 
the  family  whose  records  have  been  traced  out  in  the  following 
pages.  The  elder  Peter  seems  to  have  died  in  June  of  1847.  He 
was  then  about  84  years  of  age.  According  to  family  tradition, 
the  elder  Peter  had  two  brothers,  named  respectively  Richard  and 
William,  otherwise  his  family  is  unknown.  The  son,  James,  is 
buried  in  the  cemetery  off  Holderness  Road  in  East  Hull,  Eng¬ 
land.  Peter  seems  to  have  felt  that  in  the  distribution  of  his 
grandfather’s  estate,  he  had  not  been  dealt  with  fairly.  Whether 
he  himself  instituted  legal  proceedings  to  recover  his  share  in  this 
estate  is  not  known.  His  son  Peter,  however,  carried  on  litigation 
or  started  a  suit  with  this  end  in  view,  but  the  suit  either  went 
against  him  or  he  felt  that  there  was  no  chance  for  him  to  recover. 

Second  Generation.  Peter1  the  son  of  Peter  of  Pocklington,  Eng¬ 
land. 

2.  Peter  Bolton,2  the  son  of  Peter  and  Annie  Smith  Bolton,  was 
born  at  Pocklington,  England,  August  23,  1793,  and  he  died  Au¬ 
gust  2,  1865,  at  Sonora,  Illinois.  (The  Post  Office  address  is  now 
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Nauvoo,  Ill.)  He  married  Mary  Brier  in  1824.  She  was  prob¬ 
ably  born  in  Scarborough,  England,  January  14,  1802,  and  died 
September  26,  1871.  Peter  Bolton  learned  his  father’s  trade  as  a 
tailor  and  worked  at  this  for  some  years.  At  the  time  of  the 
Napoleonic  Wars  he  was  drafted  for  military  service.  Before  he 
was  mustered  into  the  army  he  shipped  for  the  coast  of  Greenland 
on  a  fishing  vessel,  where  he  remained  for  seven  years.  Pie  was  a 
pacifist,  as  we  would  say  now-a-days,  and  very  much  opposed  to 
war.  The  crews  on  fishing  and  merchant  ships  were  not  subject 
to  draft  unless  more  men  were  carried  than  were  necessary  to 
work  the  ship  with  safety.  He  was  a  man  very  strict  in  his  per¬ 
sonal  habits,  being  especially  outspoken  against  the  use  of  tobacco. 
It  was  said  of  him  that  when  someone  asked  him  if  he  had  a  chew 
of  tobacco,  he  answered,  “No  I  haven’t,  and  I  don’t  like  anyone 
who  has.”  He  was  a  man  of  practical  sense  and  gentleness  of 
manner.  Upon  leaving  the  sea  when  the  war  was  over,  he  went 
into  the  coasting  trade  with  his  cousin  James.  They  built  ships 
as  well  as  engaged  in  actual  traffic  with  them.  One  of  these  was 
called  the  “Two  Cousins.”  Peter  was  captain  of  this  for  some 
years.  Another  of  their  ships  was  called  “The  Mariah,”  named 
after  their  sister.  They  were  relatively  successful  in  the  shipping 
business  and  it  is  reported  that  James  became  very  wealthy. 
James,  however,  died  prematurely  and  left  his  property  to  his  son 
David,  who  soon  dissipated  it  and  brought  some  loss  to  his  cousin 
Peter.  Peter  then  retired  from  the  sea  and  purchased  a  piece  of 
land  at  Anlaby  and  built  a  house  thereon.  This  house  is  still 
standing  and  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  The  property  is  near  that 
which  is  called  Spring  Head,  where  the  pumping  station  for  the 
Water  System  of  the  City  of  Hull  is  located.  This  land  contains 
eight  and  one-half  acres  and  is  still  cultivated  in  much  the  same 
manner  as  it  was  in  Peter’s  day.  As  stated  above,  Peter  carried 
on  a  law  suit  to  recover  his  father’s  share  in  the  estate  of  Squire 
Bolton.  When  this  suit  went  against  him,  he  felt  with  such  means 
as  he  had  that  there  was  no  opportunity  in  England  for  him  and 
his  rapidly  increasing  family.  With  a  view  to  finding  a  larger 
fortune  for  his  children,  he  made  a  trip  to  America  in  1845  and 
visited  the  country  now  included  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  This  land 
was  just  being  opened  up  at  this  time  to  settlement.  As  the 
Mormons,  under  Joseph  Smith,  were  being  driven  by  order  of  the 
Federal  Government  from  their  lands  at  Nauvoo,  Ill.,  and  their 
lands  were  being  offered  for  sale  cheap,  Peter  changed  his  plan, 
went  to  Nauvoo  and  made  arrangements  for  purchases  of  land. 
His  oldest  son,  George,  was  already  living  in  Canada  and  working 
at  his  trade  as  a  blacksmith.  George  Bolton  migrated  to  Nauvoo 
and  settled  upon  the  land  his  father  had  already  purchased.  Peter 
returned  to  England  and  prepared  to  move  his  family  to  America 
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as  soon  as  he  could.  The  two  oldest  children  still  at  home, 
Charles  and  William,  then  seventeen  and  thirteen  years  old  respec¬ 
tively,  were  sent  on  ahead.  They  left  Hull  the  first  of  January, 
1847,  going  to  Liverpool  by  train  and  there  taking  a  sailing  vessel 
for  New  Orleans.  They  arrived  at  Nauvoo  March  26,  1847.  James, 
the  second  son  of  Peter,  had  “gone  to  sea”  as  a  boy  and  was 
serving  as  a  pilot  in  N.  Y.  Harbor  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  first 
visit  to  America.  James  gave  up  his  work  as  a  pilot  and  made 
the  trip  to  Nauvoo  by  way  of  New  Orleans. 

Peter  Bolton  was  reputed  to  have  been  a  man  of  wealth,  and 
stories  are  still  current  that  he  kept  his  gold  in  a  copper  tea  kettle 
which  he  hid  under  the  kitchen  floor.  In  August,  1921,  the  author 
of  this  record  was  told  by  Mr.  Griffin,  of  Nauvoo,  that  his  grand¬ 
father  had  borrowed  gold  from  Peter  Bolton  to  buy  a  farm.  The 
grandfather  of  Mr.  Griffin  enjoyed  telling  how  Peter  Bolton  lifted 
up  the  boards  in  the  floor  of  his  kitchen  and  took  out  the  copper 
kettle  in  which  he  kept  his  money.  According  to  the  story,  Peter 
made  this  loan  without  security.  A  personal  note  was  all  that 
passed  between  them.  Peter  did  actually  make  several  loans  of 
this  kind  and  it  is  said  that  he  never  required  the  execution  of  a 
mortgage ;  he  preferred  rather  to  rely  upon  the  honor  of  his 
neighbors  to  return  the  money  than  to  trust  to  securities  in  the 
form  of  mortgages.  He  was  looked  upon  as  something  of  a  char¬ 
acter  and  people  still  quote  his  homely  phrases.  He  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  a  person  in  some  such  language  as  this,  “He’s  a 
cat  of  a  good  kind.”  And  he  approved  of  a  marriage  by  speaking 
of  either  party  to  it  by  saying  “he  or  she  was  a  cat  of  a  good 
kind.”  Another  story  told  of  him  was  that  he  carried  salt  in  his 
vest  pocket.  When  he  got  thirsty  he  put  a  little  of  it  in  his  mouth, 
saying  that  it  made  his  mouth  water  and  so  quenched  his  thirst 
The  children  of  this  family  were :

3.  George  Bolton,  oldest  son  of  Peter  and  Mary  Brier  Bolton, 
was  born  at  Hull,  England,  May  4,  1825,  and  died  at  Queen  City, 
Mo.,  Feb.  19,  1904.  He  married  Mary  Cass,  Nov.  12,  1848.  She 
was  born  at  Zanesville,  Ohio,  Feb.  15,  1825,  and  died  at  Queen 
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City,  Mo.,  Dec.  12,  1907.  She  was  a  grand  niece  of  General  Lewis 
Cass.  Mr.  Bolton  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.  He  came  to 
America  the  first  time  in  1844,  and  worked  at  his  trade  in  Canada. 
He  then  went  to  Nauvoo,  Ill.,  when  his  father  purchased  land 
there,  and  later  moved  to  Queen  City,  Mo.  During  his  later  years 
he  lived  on  a  farm,  giving  up  the  trade  of  a  blacksmith,  except  as 
incidental  to  farm  work.  He  is  remembered  with  affection  in 
the  family  for  his  genial  manners  and  wholesome  good  nature. 
His  wife,  Aunt  Mary,  might  easily  have  been  the  inspiration  of 
James  Whitcomb  Riley’s  poem,  “Out  to  Old  Aunt  Mary’s.”  Aunt 
Mary  Bolton  had  a  full  cupboard  of  jams  and  jellies  and  she  gave 
them  out  with  lavish  hand  to  the  children  that  came  to  her  house. 
Mr.  Bolton’s  dominant  personal  traits,  and  these  characterize  all 
the  members  of  the  family,  were  industry  and  thrift.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  had  accumulated  considerable  property.  He  some¬ 
times  referred  humorously  to  himself  by  quoting  a  neighbor’s 
remark  that  he  was  a  “bloated  bond  holder.”  In  family  phrase, 
he  was  “comfortably  situated”  only.  The  author  of  this  geneology 
remarked  to  his  uncle  when  he  was  publishing  his  thesis,  “Uncle 
George,  I  am  writing  a  little  book.”  He  replied,  “Oh!  did  you 
compose  it  all  yourself  ?”  Composing  was  a  mystic  art  in  that 
country.  Their  children  were  :

He  sailed  from  New 
York  City  for  New  Orleans  and  then  followed  the  river  as  far 
north  as  Nauvoo,  where  he  settled  August,  1847,  and  remained 
the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  elected  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
was  known  as  “Squire  Bolton.”  He  was  well  read  for  a  man 
with  so  little  opportunity  to  get  books.  He  liked  to  talk  politics 
and  was  looked  upon  as  a  rather  intelligent  man.  He  was  strictly 
temperate  in  habit  and  called  himself  a  prohibitionist  even  in  the 
early  days  of  the  movement.

They  were  seventy  days 
on  the  sea,  being  becalmed  for  more  than  two  weeks  off  the  coast 
of  Florida.  The  food  supplies  gave  out  for  many  of  the  passen¬ 
gers.  The  stories  of  their  sufferings,  as  told  by  Mr.  Bolton, 
affected  the  minds  of  his  children  very  greatly.  One  stowaway  was 
locked  up  in  a  great  box.  My  father  secured  possession  of  the 
box  and  it  remained  for  years  on  the  farm.  The  old  iron  lock 
may  still  be  in  existence.  The  two  boys  found  passage,  for  which 
they  worked  in  the  kitchen,  on  a  river  boat  bound  for  St.  Louis. 
There  they  took  another  boat  and  landed  at  Nauvoo,  Ill.,  Mar.  26, 
1847.  Here  William  Bolton  has  lived  ever  since.  He  made  one 
trip  to  his  old  home  in  England,  fifty-three  years  after  his  first 
departure.  The  author  looks  upon  his  father,  although  lacking 
the  polish  and  culture  that  come  from  attendance  upon  schools  for 
higher  education,  as  one  of  the  most  intelligent  men  he  has  ever
